Hi Again, 


I was working on my HP 410B today and was able to get the DC and ohms ranges 
working just fine, but there was no reading at all on the AC ranges. I 
already had repaired the probe wiring and replaced the bad probe diode and 
adjusted its filament voltage. 


After some poking and probing I have determined that the 500pf capacitor in 
the front end of the probe body is shorted. Looking at the inside of the 
probe under high magnification seems to show that this cap has a thin 
plastic dielectric sheet between the grounded shell of the probe and the 
inner ring that has the 22meg resistor connection. Is this even 
theoretically repairable? On the one hand I have nothing to lose in trying 
to take it apart, but if it's impossible, I don't want to waste the time. 


If it's impossible, then I'm looking for a replacement "front end" for a 
probe that uses the 2-01C tube... or a whole replacement probe.

My guess: An arc from plate to cathode has blown open the nickel ribbon 
link between the cathode sleeve and the base header connection point. Take 
a look at both tubes and see if they are blown. Too bad both got the 
"treatment" if that's what happened. Next question is what caused the 
voltage spike on the plates of the mods? Losing load can do it. Possibly 
intermittent connection in final amp plate circuit, or intermittent 
switching. Any DX-100 guys out there have this problem before? Another 
Heathkit "feature"? I wanna know cuz I have a DX-100 to tangle with 
someday.

> If one had a choice between a URM-25D or a URM-25F is there any reason 
> to choose one over the other? I assume that the later model is the 

> better but would like an expert opinion. (or even one that is not from 
> an expert!) 


Here's my 'not expert' opinion: They are slightly different electrical but 
completely different mechanical designs. The D's were made by many 
manufacturers. I don't know how many manufacturers made the F but my guess 
is not as many. I would lean in favor of the F because I have one which is 
very stable although its audio oscillator is kinda dumb. I replaced the 
6AH6 with a 6BA6 and readjusted the feedback and got a much less distorted 
waveform. Had to replace a leaky coupling cap also. 


The rule I think that applies is, "you know you have a good one when you 
have it." Use TLC and throw in a prayer for good measure. 


Great help, aren't I? Good luck.

(Steve Bringhurst asked me about stagger tuning of IF's using sweep 
alignment and I thought I would post my reply.) 


To a display discrete frequency point on a bandpass display insert a 
"birdie marker". Loosely couple a carrier into the IF and you will observe 
the intermodulation (mixing) of the varying frequency with the fixed 
frequency. The point at which both signals are the same frequency is the 
"zero beat" point, easily observable on the ‘scope trace. If you have more 
extra signal generators laying around doing nothing else you can have 
several markers visible (can get a little tacky looking though). Wanna bet 
Bill Gates never did this? (Pleeeeeeeez don't respond)

[Topic drift alert--I'll try to play it out with a BA slant, though] 
On Fri, 10 Apr 1998, Scott Robinson wrote:

Well, Helvetica is a good font, a well-balanced sans-serif typecase 
found on a xlot*x of BA equipment; but it's not LeRoy. 

LeRoy lettering has a characteristic rounded end to the lines, while 
Helvetica ends ‘em square; and LeRoy letters are a bit "lighter" in terms 
od line weight to letter size than (most flavors of) Helvetica. (Some 


British dry-transfer fonts are a little closer, based on what I've seen in 
"Wireless World" and "Radcom" construction articles--but still have 
square-ended lines) 

One possibility is to noodle around the various sites on the World Wide 
Web offering freeware & shareware TruType fonts; these import easily into 
a Windows machine. Font design, like radio, is both a profession and a 
hobby--many of the hobbyists start with "public domain" fonts and it'd be 
awfully simple to scan in a LeRoy-lettered alphabet set to work from; so 
there xmay* be one floating around out there already. (If not, there's 
ways to make your own fonts--kind of slow but one could start with Arial 
or Helvetica and go from there; info can be found on many of the same 
websites that have downloadable fonts). 


One very nice text font (but not a free one, alas) will be very familar 
to any BA-er; QST of old used Bodoni in many flavors for body text and 
headings! This seems to be one of the standard TruType fonts in many 
version of Microsoft Word. ...As most TT fonts can be slapped into *xmanyx 
places in Windows, it's possible to "QST-ize" the appearance of a computer 
running it--details get way off-topic but there's less to it than meets 
the eye. (My machine at work has, alas, only the "Poster" version, used in 
QST for titles--"book" or plain Bodoni is what QST used for article text). 


So, there's a little BA-relevance, and some pointers on finding more 
font stuff via WWW and 'most any search engine. (Look for "Fonts"). 
There's a lot of good stuff out there, eminently suitable for HB & 
BA-repair panel lettering and doing QSL cards with a "vintage look."

I am working on a SLRM and am in need of a schematic. Anyone got one? 


Unit basically works pretty good except for a couple of quirks: 


The eye tube is 99% closed, especially on the BC band, even with no 
station tuned in. It appears that the eye tube is getting too much 
signal. The eye opens when the antenna is disconnected, which it should. 
Anyone else seen this problem? 


In CW mode, the frequency shifts badly as the RF gain is rotated. 
A little of this is not uncommon, but this one is ridiculous. Is 
this normal for this set? 


I could also use a replacement main tuning knob and the clear plastic 
window for the freq dial. This one is badly warped.

As Bobbi and other's note, the various lookalike fonts such as Helvetica 
(now called Arial) and other true type fonts don't really look like Leroy 
type lettering due to the rounded end of lines. However, there is a 
sans-serif font which does have the rounded ends and looks like the Leroy. 
It's called VAG Round...and it is a true type font. This is the closest to 
the type of lettering I've seen on a lot of BAs. I would suggest you check 
this one out before you use Arial. If you (or anyone else) want a copy of 
the tt£ file, email me directly and I'll send it to you.
